Force Rays Would Blanket

NEW YORK.— (/!>) --Nikola Tesla, 


the 
inventor, 
celebrating his 
7Slh 


birthday anniversary, declared Tues- 
day he his discovered force rnys which 
can be set like a wall m-turnd a na- 
tion's borders to render it impencr- 
able to military nttnck. He said he 
plans to place his invention at the 
disposal of the Geneva conferenc" in 
the interests of peace. 


The new rays, ho said, would be 


made of particles, probably dust of 
some sort, microscopically fine, driven 
electrically and projected in the form 
of vast curtains miles high and 100 
miles each in length. The particles 
would travel with the unheard of 
velocities of 50,000,000 volts. 


A Curtain of Death 


Their effect would be so devastat- 


ing, he claimed, that 10,00 Oairplanes 
flying into one 
of

curtains, 


would be destroyed to the Inst ma- 
chino. He dre w npicturu of force

Tesla gave no details of tho nature 


of his apparatus and only the most 
general description of its powers. He 
said the force rays involve advances 
scarcely conceived by 
scientists 
in 


general. 


Four inventions were claimed as the 


source of the protective rays. First 
was a napparatus for projecting rays 
and other forms of matter in free- air. 
Second—one producing the tremend- 
ous electrical energies needed for such 
an apparatus. Third—a new method 
of amplifying these electrical ener- 
gies. Fourth—a new way of produc- 
ing electrical repulsion, which he f aid 
is a part o fthc defense ray me- 
chanism. 


He did not predict the rizo of ray 


plant needed, but intimated that the 
bulk would not be excessive, for, he 
said, .such an apparatus could bo in- 
stalled on a battleship, or 
perhaps 


even on a submarine.

£o long as the agreement has been a 


live factor, it was explained, ginning 
prices stiffened. Now, however, ad- 
ministration officials said, there was 
every reason to believ that tho "wide 
open" competitive situation created, 
would result in a big saving to the 
producer. 


The projected marketing agreement 


brough forward by the gin tiers, was 
discarded, the AAA said, because the 
industry declined to accept it unless 
it carried rate-fixing provisions. This 
insistence was guaranteed prices for 
ginning was manifested, if was added. 
in a dozen hearings throughout the 
cotton belt, completed only recently. 


Cully A. Cobb, chief of the adminis- 


tration's Cotton Section, announced 
the death of the agreement in thcsu 
words: 


"The administration finds itself un- 


able to sanction and enforce fixed 
rates for ginning services, and as the 
industry felt this wus a primary re-

State constabulary were set up slm- 


ullacnously in Pennsylvania and New 
York state. In Pennsylvania there had 
been serious rioting during the last 
anthracite coal strike shortly after the 
year 1900, and in a mountainous coun- 
try the controlling of law and order 
was loo great a tax upon small bod- 
ies of untrained local police. As a re- 
sult the state of Pennsylvania set up 
a constabulary recruited from for- 
mer U 
J>. cavalry officers—and this 


urotip today, substituting motorcycles 
and cars for horses, is charged with 
keeping th 
sections. 


In New York state the constabulary 


is popularly supposed to have been 
fostered by the late Theodore Roose- 
velt, coming into being with the dis- 
banding of his famous- Rough Riders. 


The value of any state police, of 


course, lies in the fact that, being 
strangers, they have a better chance 
to walk into an affected community 
and establish law and order than duly- 
elected local officials, confronted by 
a feud among the very people who 
elected them. 


In the case of Marshall, Ark., our 


current disgrace, a state police would 
arrest men right and left without re- 
gard to election promises or family 
tics—breaking up the feud before it 
wus well started.

But this fact must be reckoned 


with: If a state police system is set 
up it must diminish to a certain ex- 
tent the power'and revenue of every 
local sheriff.

What I mean is: Arkansas sheriffs 


would have-to.-.ha., prepared to lighten 
their own personnel and depend to 
a greater extent upon emergency aid 
from the state police, In order to allow 
Hinds for the support of the central 
organization. 


As far as solving the crime problem 


is concerned, there is little doubt but 
that a state police system would go a 
long way. The state can afford to dis- 
patch several men on a secret investi- 
gation covering many months, and get 
definite results; while county govern- 
ments can hardly afford to do that.

the Texas Rangers, so dispatched to 
"get" Clyde Barrow and Bonnie Par- 
ker—and in the true Ranger tradition 
he didn't do anything but just that.

She was released on bond 
and after much delay, was sentenced 
to two years on the farm. She escap- 
ed before being paroled June 10, 1933.

WASHINGTON.-(/P)-Ah end to 


one-man bossdom of industry under 
the Blue Eagle in favor of a commis- 
sion control which may mean his own 
retirement was foreseen Tuesday by 
NRA's chief, Hugh S, Johnson. 


"I have definitely recommended to 


the president that NRA is not a one- 
man job when it passes into,the field 
o fadministration," Johnson told re- 
porters. 


"I think that as we move into the 


period of administration instead of the 
pioneering work of setting up codes, 
we need more balance in carrying out 
NRA. I do not think there would be 
any change in its underlying prin- 
ciple. 


"As far as my recommendations are 


concerned, whatever is done the gov- 
ernment must maintai na hand, a veto 
power. There will be no organization 
I'll recommend that doesn't include 
that principle." 


The board or comfission would be 


nonparlisan and Johnson thinks might 
best be composed of people experienc- 
ed in the diverse codes, as son as we 
get the basiic code out (for small in-

Clash Monday Near 


Bridgeton, N. J. 


ER1DGETON. N. J. —(JP)— A day 


of strike disorder at the Seabvook 
farms near here ended last night with 
Sheriff William L. Brown appealing to 
Gov. Harry A. Moore for state police 
aid to curb the violence. 


Intermittent clashes between strikers 


and their sympathizers and law enfor- 
cement officers resulted in the ex- 
changilng of tear gas, stones and other 
missies. Twenty-six persons were ar- 
rested on disorderly conduct charges 
and taken to jail in truck guarded by 
deputies. Police estimated 17 persons 
were injured during the 
disorders, 


two requiring hospital treatment. 


Sheriff Brown, after two futile at- 


tempts to reach Goxernor Moore by 
telephone, said "we're going to keep 
trying to reach him." 


Police have been mobilized from 


virtually every community in Cum- 
berland county to reinforce the self- 
| styled "vigilante committee" of farm- 
' ers, deputy sheriffs and constables. 


David Jnggers headed the 20 vigil- 


antes who were deputized at the farm 
and announced that the number will 
be augmented to a thousand if nec- 
essary to eliminate disorders. 


Farmers from Salem county, he said, 


have offered to assist so that the 
farm work, impeded by the strike of 
the last two weeks, may continue un- 
interrupted. Between 150 and 200 per- 
sons walked from their posts on the

Governor Futrell Appoints 


Six Special Judges for 


High Court 


LITTLE ROCK — Governor Futrell 


appointed Tuesday six members of tt 
special Supreme Court to decide the 
Little Rock bank stock case, in which 
six members of the regular court dig- 
qualified themselves Monday because 
they had deposits in the banks af- 
fected. 


The regular court modified its sum- 


mer recess order Tuesday to provide 
that the court should be in recess from 
Monday until the special court noti- 
fies the clerk it is in session. 


The original order was thai the court 


would recess until September 17 and 
that the case would be carried over 
until that date, but because of unus- 
ual, public interest in Ihe case, it was 
decided to modify the recess order to 
permit the special court to dispose of 
the case as soon as possible.

With neary half of the 
stale's 1,596 preceincts heard 
from, 


representing every section, the May- 
Roberts Act, providing a state-con- 
trolled b'quor store syslem was trail- 
ing by over 22,000 votes. 


Relurns from 640 preceincts in 57 


counties recorded 46,670 in favor of 
slate-wide prohibition and 24,429 in 
favor of repeal. 


Only one county, LeFlore.jn the del- 


ta, had reported a complete vote, 
showing a slight margin in favor of 
the state liquor control proposal. With 
all 12 precincts tabulated, the vote 
was: For state-wide prohibition 55, 
against 568; for sales in the county, 
578, against 559. 


Joining LeFlore as a wet counly was 


Harrison, on the coast which gave a 
164 wet majority in seven of its 32 
precincts. 


The interior counties, long consid- 


ered a dry stronghold, was running 
true to expectation by piling up siz- 
able majorities. Madison, Scott, Lin- 
coln, Hinds, Rankin, Lauderdale, For- 
rest and Covington, all relurned dry 
majorities from two to four lo one. 


Covinglon county, home of Cover- 


Conner who took the stump against 
the repeal proposal, followed the chief 
executive's appeal to "reject hard liq- 
uor by an overwhelming majority." 
Four out of the stale's 13 boxes gave 
556 for state-wide prohibition against 
174. 


With the city of Jackson complete, 


Hinds, the state's heaviset populated 
county, relurned a 9-5 dry. majorily. 


Two Mississippi river counties, War- 


ren and Tunica, joined the wet col- 
umn. Tunica, with all its boxes com- 
plele, voted wet 281 lo 94, while War- 
ren, wilh 11 of its 20 perceincts in, 
gave 797 for repeal against 198 for state 
wide prohibition.

Lynched Monday 


Mob Hangs Fanner Fol- 


lowing Attempt on Girl 


Aged 19 


BASTROP, La.—(/P)-A mob Mon- 


day night lynched Andrew McLeod 
26 negro farmer, who officers said 
admitted that he attempted to attack 
a 19-year-old Bastrop girl early Sun- 
day morning on a highway near here. 


Officers said there were about 300 in 


the mob. They formel in the north- 
ern section of this usually quiet little 
seat of Morehouse parish and march- 
ed on the small brick jail. 


Wittle little rouble the mob batter- 


ed down the jail door and took the 
negro from his cell. He was cringing 
in a corner of the cell, holding his 
hands over his head to ward off blows 
when the mob leaders grabbed him. 


McLeod cried and pleaded with the 


mob, but he was taken out of the jail, 
carried to the courthouse, a block 
away and was hanged from the branch 
of a spreading oak tree on the court- 
house lawn. 


The mob dispersed and a few other 


citizens came up and cut down the 
body.
